Now that the people of the state have voted in 
favor of the establishment of separate boards of 
examiners for osteopaths who desire to practice sur­ 
gery and medicine and for chiropractors, it remains 
for the leaders among the osteopaths and among 
the chiropractors to see to it that the ablest repre­ 
sentatives of their modes of treatment are made 
available for appointment to those boards. 
The entire success of operating either boards of 
examiners will depend upon whether the board sees 
it to be its duty to establish high standards in its ex­ 
aminations for licensing. 
In the case of the osteo­ 
paths- high standards are already set and maintained 
so far as osteopathy is concerned. 
It 
has 
been 
feared that under the Board of Medical Examiners 
rules and regulations might be made more stringent 
than occasion demanded, for the licensing of osteo­ 
paths to practice surgery and medicine, 
and 
the 
movement on the part of the osteopaths was actuated 
largely as a protective measure for the future rather 
than as a remedy for present conditions. 
With the 
examinations to be presented to osteopaths to be 
under the control of osteopaths, the osteopaths will 
themselves, in the long run. find it a mistake to make 
examinations too easy. 
The osteopath who desires 
to be in a position to administer an anesthetic or a 
hypodermic occasionally or to give a tablet for re 
ducing a fever ought to be thoroughly equipped and 
ought to pass a stringent examination. 
if the chiropractic act is to work out successfully, 
the chiropractors in charge of its operation must real­ 
ize that the success of the mode of treatment they 
represent depends largely upon the intelligence ex­ 
erted in the practice. It will be the duty of this board 
to undertake the job of seeing to it that practitioners 
of that mode of healing are either licensed or do not 
practice. That is, the duty of prosecuting unlicensed 
practitioners becomes the duty of the State Board 
of Chiropractic Examiners instead of the duty of the 
State Board of Medical Examiners. 
In the operation 
of the act as passed last Tuesday, many of those 
who have been complaining because they were not 
licensed by the State Board of Medical Examiners 
may be complaining because they do not reach the 
standards set in the act they have advocated. 
It 
was the evident purpose of those who drew up the 
act to set what they considered a high standard. 
It 
is now their duty to see that the standard is main­ 
tained and strengthened. 
Whether high standards are set and maintained de­ 
pends largely upon the personnel of the boards to 
be appointed by the governor, and the appointments 
are likely to rest largely upon the recommendations 
to be made by osteopathic and chiropathic organiza­ 
tions. 
It is for this reason that the ablest men in 
the two modes of treatment should be brought for­ 
ward as candidates for appointment.

22 of the m easures w ere con 
s u c tio n a l am endm ents, m ost of them subm itted by 
th e legislature; and the high total is explained by 
th e fact th at o u r constitution has becom e a com ­ 
plete code of law s.

T he road-building program of the federal govern 
m ent includes about 180,000 m iles of Improved high 
way and it will require from 15 to 20 years to com 
plate the project. 
W ith about 60,000 m iles built or 
in process of construction tw o-thirds of the m ileage 
rem ains to the future. 
It is a g reat job which has 
been undertaken, the m ost stupendous in th at line 
in the history of the world. 
The Roman highw ays, extensive as they w ere, 
w ere lilliputian in com parison w ith such an under­ 
taking. 
These roads are only such as fit into the na 
tional system , chief thoroughfares. 
They have noth 
ing to do with a vast am ount of m ileage w hich serves 
purely local needs. 
It is estim ated th at w hen com 
plete autom obile satu ratio n is attained th ere will 
be 17,000,000 cars. 
W ere cars to stand still on the 
highw ay no insignificant length of road would be re 
quired to give them space. 
The m ore cars the m ore 
roads w ill be dem anded, for a c ar is of little value 
unless there is a road on which it can run. 
W ith the 
increase of cars will come dem ands for increase of 
road im provem ent and th at w ill go on and on. 
In the seventies and eighties of the la st century 
th ere v^as a trem endous craze in railroad building. 
A lm ost every com m unity had a project for a new 
railroad regardless of how m any they had already, 
yet th e eagerness in those days to have a railroad 
is n o t a m arker to the insistence in this day of good 
roads. 
Every c en ter w ants roads in every direction 
and every farm er w ants one by his farm , if he ow ns 
an autom obile.
